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PREFACE 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Carmarthen  Rural  District 

Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1952. 

The  first  major  water  supply  scheme,  viz.  the  Western  Area 
Water  Scheme,  undertaken  by  the  Council  was  completed  during  the 
year.  The  area  which  this  scheme  supplies  is  one  which  in  the  past 
has  been  conspicuous  for  its  lack  of  water  and  the  ensuing  facilities, 
such  as,  adequate  sewage  and  slop  water  disposal.  It  is  therefore 
gratifying  to  see  that  the  Council  are  losing  no  time  in  following  up 
water  supply  schemes  by  sewerage  schemes. 

There  are  still  three  regions  in  the  Rural  District  where  the  need 
for  water  is  most  urgent,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  these  schemes 
(Llawddog,  Eastern  Area  and  Gynin),  which  will  supply  these 
regions,  will  shortly  be  commenced — the  lack  of  water  in  these  areas 
cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised. 

House  construction  proceeded  at  a reasonably  satisfactory  pace 
during  the  year,  though  at  times  the  lag  in  the  completion  of  houses 
was  very  disconcerting.  Once  more  I must  stress  the  fact  that  in 
certain  areas  the  housing  problem  is  as  acute  as  ever — if  anything 
conditions  have  worsened — and  when  one  considers  that  the  delay  in 
house  construction  in  these  areas  is  entirely  due  to  the  lack  of 
suitable  sites  then  one  wonders  if  the  time  has  not  arrived  for  the 
transference  of  the  population  from  such  areas  to  areas  where  sites 
are  available. 

In  recent  years  it  has  been  very  noticeable  that  “ Coronary 
Disease  ” accounts  for  a very  large  proportion  of  those  certified 
deaths  formerly  grouped  under  “ Diseases  of  the  Heart.”  This 
year  “ Coronary  Disease  ” accounts  for  some  42%,  and  although  it  is 
a slight  decrease  on  the  previous  year  it  is  still  a very  large  pro- 
portion. There  appears  to  be  no  doubt  that  the  stress  and  strain 
of  this  modem  age  with  its  emphasis  on  speed  and  crises  (Inter- 
national and  National)  have  a decided  influence  on  the  prevalence 
of  this  condition. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  was  twelve  less 
than  for  the  previous  year,  and  the  majority  of  these  deaths  occurred 
in  persons  over  sixty  years  of  age. 


Indiscriminate  parking  of  caravans,  particularly  in  areas  ad- 
joining the  coastline  continues  to  cause  a great  deal  of  trouble.  At 
present  there  are  only  two  registered  camping  sites  in  the  Rural 
District,  and  both  these  are  situated  at  Pendine.  I am  still  of  opinion 
that  the  Council  should  seriously  consider  acquiring  land  for  a 
camping  site  in  those  areas  adjoining  the  coastline. 

I wish  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  work  carried  out  by  my 
staff,  and  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  the  whole- 
hearted maimer  in  which  they  have  supported  me. 

I wish  to  thank  my  colleagues  and  their  staff  for  their  continued 
support  and  help.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  Carmarthen  Rural  District  covers  an  area  of  202,733  acres, 
and  is  divided  into  29  Parishes,  viz.  : — Abergwili,  Abernant,  Conwil 
Elfed,  Llanllawddog,  Llanpumpsaint,  Llanarthney,  Llanddarog, 
Llangunnor,  Llandefeilog,  Llangendeirne,  St.  Ishmael,  Llangain, 
Llangynog,  Llanstephan,  Newchurch,  Laugharne  Township,  Llan- 
ddowror,  Llanginning,  Llanwinio,  Mydrim,  St.  Clears,  Trelech-ar- 
Bettws,  Cilymaenllwyd,  Henllanfallteg,  Llandissilio-East,  Eglwys- 
cummin,  Llanboidy,  Pendine  and  Whitland. 

The  mid-year  home  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar- 
General  for  1952  is  : — 28,430. 

For  Registration  purposes,  the  area  is  divided  into  the  following 
four  Registration  Sub-Districts  : — 

Abergwili,  Llangain  and  St.  Clears  (Carmarthen  Rural). 

Llangendeirne. 

Conwil. 

Llanboidy. 

In  previous  years  there  were  five  Registration  Sub-Districts,  but 
as  from  1st  April  this  year  the  former  Abergwili  and  Llangain  and 
the  former  St.  Clears  Registration  Sub-Districts  were  amalgamated 
to  form  one  Registration  Sub-District. 

For  Sanitary  Administration  purposes,  the  area  is  divided  into 
three  Divisions,  and  each  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  a Sanitary 
Inspector.  The  Divisions  are  as  follows

Conwil  Elfed,  Llanpumpsaint,  Llan- 
gain, Llangynog,  Llanllawddog, 
Llanstephan,  Newchurch,  Mydrim, 
Trelech-ar-Bettws,  and  Part  of  St.

Llanboidy,  Llanddowror,  Llan- 
ginning, Llanwinio,  Cilymaenllwyd, 
Henllanfallteg,  Llandissilio-East, 
Eglwyscummin,  Pendine,  Whit- 
land and  Part  of  St.  Clears. 

The  area  is  mainly  agricultural,  the  inhabitants  being  engaged  in 
farming  and  trades  allied  to  it.  Milk  factories  are  situated  at 
Whitland,  St.  Clears  and  Pensarn  (Llangunnor).  Portions  of  the 
Parishes  of  Llanarthney,  Llanddarog  and  Llangendeirne  border  on 
the  anthracite  coalfield,  and  naturally,  the  main  occupation  of  that 
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area  is  coal  mining.  In  addition,  there  are  a few  quarries  in  the  rural 
area,  particularly  along  the  limestone  ridge  in  the  eastern  part  of  the 
district.  The  Railways  throughout  the  area  provide  employment 
for  a large  number  of  persons,  particularly  in  the  Western  Parishes 
around  Whitland. 

No  particular  occupation  (coal  mining  excepted)  can  be  said  to 
have  any  prejudicial  effect  upon  the  health  of  the  people. 

The  Rateable  Value  of  the  area  is  £68,543,  the  sum  represented 
by  a Penny  Rate  £285  Os.  Od.  and  the  number  of  inhabited  houses 
at  the  end  of  the  year  according  to  the  Rate  Book  is  8,314.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA. 

Laboratory  Facilities  : 

In  the  investigation  and  control  of  infectious  disease  the  facilities 
available  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Penlan  Road, 
Carmarthen  are  invaluable.  The  services  so  readily  given  by 
Dr.  W.  Kwantes,  the  Director  of  the  Laboratory,  are  very  much 
appreciated,  and  I cannot  speak  too  highly  of  his  ready  co-operation. 

Ambulance  Facilities  : 

Ambulance  facilities  including  facilities  for  the  transport  of 
sitting  car  cases  are  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council. 

Home  Nursing  and  Midwifery  Services  : 

These  services  are  undertaken  in  the  Rural  District  by  thirteen 
District  Nurses  under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council 
with  the  District  Nursing  Associations.  The  County  Council 
directly  employ  three  District  Nurse/Midwives  in  areas  where  there 
are  no  Nursing  Associations,  viz.  Mydrim  and  Trelech  Areas,  Gorslas 
Area  and  Drefach  Area. 

Infant  Welfare  Centres  : 

At  the  end  of  1952,  there  were  nine  Infant  Welfare  Centres  for 
children  under  five  years  of  age  in  the  Rural  District,  namely, 
Gorslas  (Cross  Hands),  Whitland,  Llanstephen,  Pontyates,  Carmar- 
then, Ferryside,  Pendine,  Laugharne  and  St.  Clears. 

The  following  Infant  Welfare  Centres  situated  in  the  adjoining 
Districts  also  cater  for  children  resident  in  the  Carmarthen  Rural 
District : — Kidwelly,  Tumble,  Pontyberem,  Llandilo  and  Pencader. 

Ante-Natal  Climes  : 

At  the  end  of  the  year  Ante-Natal  Clinics  at  Carmarthen,  Kidwelly, 
Cross  Hands,  Llandilo  and  Pontyates  were  catering  for  the  area 
of  the  Rural  District. 

The  Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children  : 

There  is  no  change  in  the  arrangements  mentioned  in  my  last 
year’s  Annual  Report  for  the  Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their 
Children.  This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council. 

Hospital  Accommodation  : 

Infectious  Diseases  : 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  is  situated  at  Upper  Tumble,  Nr. 
Llanelly,  and  is  under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 
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General  Hospital  Facilities  : 

Hospital  facilities  are  available  at  Priory  Street  and  at  Glangwili, 
and  both  hospitals  are  known  as  the  West  Wales  General  Hospital. 
The  hospital  provides  treatment  for  general  medical  and  surgical 
diseases  for  the  whole  of  the  West  Wales  area. 

There  is  still  a need  for  additional  accommodation  for  the  nursing 
of  the  chronic  sick  and  aged,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  near 
future  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board  vail  see  its  way  clear  to 
provide  this  accommodation. 

Venereal  Diseases  : 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  the  treatment 
of  Venereal  Diseases.  There  are  no  clinics  in  the  area  of  the  Rural 
District,  the  nearest  being  at  Llanelly. 

Tuberculosis  : 

The  notification  rate  of  Tuberculosis  for  the  year  was  1.23  as 
compared  with  1.42  for  the  previous  year.  There  were  26  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  as  compared  with  35  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the  previous  year. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948  : 

Section  47 — Removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need  of 
care  and  attention. 

During  the  year  action  under  the  above  Act  was  taken  in  regard 
to  an  aged  lady  who  was  living  alone  and  was  not  capable  of  caring 
for  herself. 

This  aged  person  came  to  my  notice  some  six  months  before  her 
removal  to  an  Institution  was  arranged.  At  that  time  it  was 
possible  to  make  arrangements  to  see  that  she  had  proper  care  and 
attention.  This  was  done  by  means  of  help  from  neighbours  and 
the  services  of  a Home  Help,  but  for  a month  before  her  removal 
these  services  had  not  been  forthcoming  and  no  means  could  be 
found  of  seeing  that  she  received  proper  care  and  attention.  She 
was  confined  to  bed  and  was  unable  to  keep  herself  clean  or  prepare 
food  for  herself. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Housing  : 

The  Council’s  Housing  Programme  continued  to  progress  satis- 
factorily during  the  year.  The  total  number  of  houses  completed 
during  the  year  was  66  making  a total  of  442  houses  completed 
since  1946. 
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The  accommodation  provided  by  the  adaptation  of  the  ex- 
P.O.W.  Camp  at  Llanddarog,  whilst  making  an  immediate  con- 
tribution to  housing  accommodation,  has  not  proved  as  satis- 
factory as  had  been  hoped.  Complaints  of  dampness  in  many  of 
the  huts  have  arisen,  and  efforts  to  combat  this  defect  were  not 
always  successful.  It  is  obvious  that  many  of  these  huts  have 
outworn  their  usefulness,  and  their  maintenance  in  the  future  will  be 
an  expensive  item.  In  its  future  housing  programme  the  Council 
proposes  building  houses  in  the  Llanddarog  area  to  accommodate 
those  persons  now  resident  at  the  Estate,  and  who  do  not  desire  to 
return  to  the  parishes  from  which  they  originated. 

Although  there  is  still  a housing  need  in  the  Rural  District,  an 
equally  important  need  is  a reasonable  rent  commensurable  with 
the  income  of  the  working  population  in  the  area.  It  appears  to  me 
that  unless  such  a rent  can  be  fixed,  then  the  Council  will  have  to 
seriously  curtail  its  building  programme,  as  there  is  no  doubt  that 
even  the  present  rent  is  a deterrent  to  families,  much  in  need  of 
adequate  and  sanitary  accommodation,  accepting  houses. 

Housing  Act,  1949  : 

During  the  year  24  applications  were  made  for  Improvement 
Grants  under  the  above  Act.  All  these  applications  were  carefully 
investigated  by  a Committee  together  with  the  Engineer  and  also 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  area  concerned.  During  the  year 
ten  applications  for  grants  were  approved  by  the  Welsh  Office  of  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

Mr.  G.  G.  Thomas,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  shows  in 
the  following  table  the  position  of  Housing  at  the  end  of  the  year 
1952. 


POST  WAR  PROGRAMME 
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Water  Supply  : 

Mr.  G.  G.  Thomas,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  reports 
as  follows  on  the  position  at  the  end  of  the  year  1952  : — 

“ The  year  1952  is  recorded  in  the  annals  of  our  Council  with 
pride  in  that  it  marked  the  completion  of  the  first  regional  water 
supply  scheme  ever  to  be  embarked  upon  by  the  Council,  this  being 
% the  Western  Area  Water  Scheme. 

The  water,  purchased  in  bulk  from  a neighbouring  authority,  is 
conveyed  through  a total  length  of  approximately  45  miles  of  mains 
and  three  service  reservoirs. 

It  has  brought  a piped  supply  of  water  for  the  first  time  to  parts 
of  five  parishes  and  has  served  to  augment  existing  supplies  in 
three  other  parishes. 

As  it  has  been  recorded  in  my  previous  reports  it  had  been  hoped 
that  three  other  equally  important  regional  water  supply  schemes 
would  have  been  under  construction  at  the  time  of  publication  of 
this  report.  That  anticipation  however  has  not  materialised,  but 
there  appears  to  be  every  indication  that  at  least  one  of  these 
schemes  will  be  in  progress  during  the  year  1953. 

During  the  year  1952  no  unsurmountable  difficulties  were 
experienced  due  to  the  lack  of  water,  but  it  is  also  true  that  many 
of  the  smaller  local  schemes  did  cause  some  anxiety. 

A high  degree  of  purity  was  maintained  on  all  piped  supplies, 
through  constant  and  careful  maintenance  of  sources.”

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Sampling  of  Water  Supplies  : 

As  in  former  years,  sampling  of  water  supplies  is  carried  out  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  is  performed  as  carefully  as  possible. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  water  is  carried  out  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service,  Carmarthen  and  by  the  Public  Analyst 
at  Bank  Lane,  Carmarthen.  Chemical  examination  of  water  is  also 
carried  out  by  the  latter. 

With  the  exception  of  one  source,  no  supply  has  a plumbo-solvent 
action.  The  source  referred  to  is  treated  by  filtration  through 
magnesite  before  entering  the  service  mains,  and  tests  of  the  water 
in  these  mains  have  not  shown  any  plumbo-solvent  action.

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Domestic  Connections  to  Farm  Water  Supply  System  : 

Grant-aided  Schemes  of  the  County  Agricultural  Executive  Committee. 

As  in  former  years  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  co-operated 
with  the  Water  Supplies  Officer  of  the  Carmarthenshire  Agricultural 
Executive  Committee,  and  during  the  year  they  have  taken  samples 
of  water  for  examination  from  proposed  sources  of  supply. 

Sewerage  : 

Mr.  G.  G.  Thomas,  the  Council's  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  reports 
as  follows  : — 

1.  The  Drefach  and  District  Joint  Sewerage  Scheme. 

This  scheme  which  is  being  carried  out  jointly  with  the  Llanelly 
R.D.C.  has  not  yet  been  completed,  but  it  is  hoped  that  it  will 
function  before  the  end  of  1953. 

2.  Cross  Hands  Joint  Sewerage  Scheme. 

Similar  to  the  above,  this  scheme,  it  is  anticipated,  will  also  be  in 
operation  before  the  end  of  1953. 

3.  Whitland  Sewerage  Scheme. 

The  Whitland  Sewerage  Scheme  is  under  construction  and  it  is 
hoped  that  it  will  be  completed  by  the  Autumn  of  1953. 

4.  Trelech  Sewerage  Scheme. 

As  recorded  in  the  previous  publication  of  this  report  it  was  hoped 
that  the  above  scheme  would  be  completed  early  in  1952.  I am 
pleased  to  report  that  this  scheme  was  completed  satisfactorily  and 
is  now  operating. 

5.  Bancyfelin  Village  Sewerage  Scheme. 

This  scheme  was  commenced  during  the  year  under  review  and 
completion  is  expected  in  the  early  Summer  of  1953. 

6.  Llanybri  Sewerage  Scheme. 

The  sewerage  scheme  for  the  village  of  Llanybri  is  also  under 
construction  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  completed  early  in  1953. 

No  other  sewerage  scheme  has  been  approved  to  the  date  of  this 
report. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  system  of  direct  labour  for  scavenging  throughout  the  whole 
of  the  Rural  District  worked  extremely  well  during  the  year.  As 
during  the  previous  year  demands  are  still  being  made  for  the 
extension  of  the  service,  and  although  every  effort  is  being  made  to 
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meet  these  demands  by  means  of  re-organising  routes,  etc.,  quite  a 
number  of  them  cannot  be  met  as  further  extensions  of  the  service 
would  mean  the  employment  of  extra  vehicles  and  staff,  and  if  such 
was  embarked  upon  the  amount  of  work  to  be  done  would  not 
provide  full  time  employment  for  either  vehicle  or  staff.  Further 
extension  of  the  service  might  become  possible  if  larger  vehicles 
were  acquired,  and  this  is  being  given  careful  consideration. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

No  licences  were  issued  relative  to  moveable  dwellings  during  the 
year. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

A brief  summary  of  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year  is  as 
follows  : — 

1.  No.  of  treatments  to  Business  Premises — 71. 

2.  No.  of  treatments  to  Dwelling  Houses — 692. 

3.  No.  of  treatments  to  Local  Authority  Properties — 57. 

During  the  year  the  Rodent  Control  Scheme  continued  to  be 
maintained  at  a very  high  level  under  the  supervision  of  the  Rodent 
Officer  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  district  Sanitaiy  Inspectors. 

As  compared  with  former  years,  more  work  has  been  carried  out, 
not  only  to  individual  premises,  but,  as  new  sewers  were  laid  down 
and  became  operative  so  they  were  systematically  tested. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  technique  was  strictly 
adhered  to,  i.e.  the  base  baits  being  sausage  rusk,  oatmeal  and 
flour,  with  warfarin,  red  squill,  zink  phosphide  and  mafantu  as  the 
principal  poisons. 

Administration  of  the  Factories  Acts,  1937  and  1948 

Duties  of  the  Sanitary  Authority  under  the  Factories  Acts  have 
been  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  as  part  of  their  routine 
work,  and  a close  liaison  has  been  maintained  as  in  former  years 
with  the  Inspector  of  Factories.

DISEASES 

Diptheria. 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year. 

Once  again  I feel  I must  emphasise  the  word  of  warning  given  by 
me  last  year  regarding  immunisation  against  diphtheria.  Parents 
are  still  tending  to  treat  the  seriousness  of  this  disease  lightly, 
especially  as  it  is  some  years  now  since  we  had  a case  of  diphtheria 
in  the  Rural  District. 

As  stated  last  year  the  present  state  of  freedom  from  Diphtheria  is 
entirely  due  to  the  immunisation  which  has  taken  place  during  the 
last  eleven  years,  but  if  the  state  of  immunity  of  the  child  population 
is  permitted  to  fall  then  Diphtheria  will  occur  again.  I cannot 
stress  too  strongly  the  need  for  the  immunisation  of  all  children  and 
also  the  value  of  the  “ booster  ” or  “ re-inforcing  ” doses  at  five  or 
eight  years  of  age. 

Infantile  Paralysis  : 

During  the  year  five  cases  of  infantile  paralysis  occurred,  three  of 
them  being  of  the  paralytic  type  and  two  of  the  non-paralytic  type. 
Four  of  the  cases  were  removed  to  the  West  Wales  Isolation  Hospital, 
Upper  Tumble,  Llanelly,  for  treatment  the  other  one  being  ad- 
mitted to  Hill  House  Hospital,  Swansea.  The  ages  of  these  cases 
ranged  from  four  months  to  thirty-four  years.  Of  the  three 
paralytic  cases,  one  had  the  small  muscles  of  his  back  affected, 
another  her  right  arm,  and  the  other  one  his  legs  affected. 

Paratyphoid  Fever  : 

During  the  year  three  cases  of  paratyphoid  fever  occurred,  their 
respective  ages  being  eighteen  months,  thirty-six  years  and  forty- 
eight  years.  The  male  child  aged  eighteen  months  was  the  youngest 
son  of  the  woman  aged  thirty-six  years.  He  was  found  to  be 
positive  and  in  a carrier  state  as  a result  of  specimens  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  from  the  family  in  question.  The 
three  cases  were  removed  to  the  West  Wales  Isolation  Hospital, 
Upper  Tumble,  Llanelly,  for  treatment. 
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Food  Poisoning  : 

One  isolated  case  of  salmonella  enteritis  occurred  during  the 
year,  the  case  in  question  being  a male  child  aged  two  years. 

Despite  exhaustive  investigations  the  source  of  origin  of  the 
infection  was  not  found. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Numbers  of  all  Cases  of  Infectious  and  other  notifiable  Diseases 
originally  notified  during  the  year  1952,  and  of  the  final  numbers 
according  to  Sex  and  Age  after  corrections  subsequently  made 
either  by  the  Notifying  Medical  Practitioner  or  by  the  Medical 
Superintendent  of  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.

Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949  : 

The  enforcement  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949  is 
the  duty  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  but  the  Local 
Authority  carries  out  the  supervision  of  milk  vendors. 

ICE-CREAM 

The  number  of  Ice-Cream  retailers  in  the  Rural  District  at  the 
end  of  1952  was  41,  and  in  addition  there  were  7 Ice-Cream  manu- 
facturers. 

As  during  the  previous  year  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  Ice- 
Cream  in  the  Rural  District  has  been  carried  out  in  accordance  with 
the  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1947  to  1952. 
The  premises  of  Ice-Cream  retailers  and  manufacturers  are  regularly 
visited  and  supervised,  and  samples  are  taken  to  ascertain  the 
purity  of  the  supplies.  The  results  of  samples  taken  were  on  the 
whole  satisfactory. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  cancel  anyone’s  registration  during 
the  year. 


THE  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  the  area  is  the  County  Council. 
Mr.  D.  R.  Watkins,  Chief  Inspector  of  the  County  Council,  reports  as 
follows  on  work  done  during  the  year  under  the  above  Act  in  the  area

The  unsatisfactory  articles  included  a sample  of  Beef  Sausages 
certified  to  be  9%  deficient  in  meat  content,  a sample  of  Ice  Cream 
certified  to  be  8%  deficient  in  fat  and  1.7%  deficient  in  sugar,  two 
samples  of  Butter  certified  to  contain  5.3%  and  1.1%  excess  water. 
There  were  no  previous  complaints  or  adverse  reports  against  the 
sellers  of  these  articles  and  it  was  decided  to  caution  them  on  this 
occasion. 

A sample  of  Orange  Beverage  Powder  and  a sample  of  Sponge 
Pudding  Mixture  were  certified  to  be  in  an  unsound  condition  and 
the  traders  concerned  were  instructed  to  withdraw  the  remaining 
stocks  of  these  articles  from  sale  for  human  consumption. 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  respect  of  a Chocolate  Tea 
Cake  bought  by  a housewife  and  in  which  was  found  a metal  nail. 
Being  reasonably  satisfied  that  the  nail  must  have  been  in  the  cake 
before  it  reached  the  retailer  we  laid  information  against  the  manu- 
facturers who  delivered  the  cakes  to  the  retailer’s  shop.  The 
magistrates,  however,  were  not  satisfied  that  the  offence  was  due  to 
the  default  of  the  manufacturers  and  dismissed  the  case. 

Spirits 

Nine  samples  of  spirits  were  purchased  and  tested  by  the 
sampling  officers  on  licensed  premises.  All  were  found  to  be  above 
the  minimum  strength  prescribed  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1938. 
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The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Setrilised  Milk) 

Regulations,  1949 

The  two  creameries  in  the  area  authorised  by  the  County  Council 
to  sell  pasteurised  milk  were  visited  regularly  during  the  year. 
Forty-five  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  taken  at  these  creameries. 
Forty-three  were  satisfactory  and  two  were  unsatisfactory  under 
the  prescribed  tests. 

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 

As  in  former  years  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  employed  by  the  Rural 
District  Council  assist  in  the  inspection  of  meat  at  the  Borough 
Slaughterhouse.  A satisfactory  rota  system  has  been  worked  out 
whereby  a Sanitary  Inspector  is  always  available  to  carry  out  meat 
inspection  even  at  short  notice,  e.g.,  when  a beast  which  has  been 
injured  is  brought  in  for  slaughtering. 

As  meat  inspection  at  the  Borough  Slaughterhouse  is  carried  out  on  a 
rota  system  by  the  Rural  District  Council’s  Sanitary  Inspectors  and 
Borough  Sanitary  Inspector,  the  numbers  given  in  the  table  “ Car- 
cases Inspected  and  Condemned  ” are  indentical  to  the  numbers 
given  in  the  corresponding  table  in  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
Carmarthen  Urban  Sanitary  Authority.
